- ISAF Sailing World Cup 
Champion and IFDS World 
Champion, and Anna Tun- 
nicliffe (USA) - ISAF Sail¬ 
ing World Cup Champion. 

Only two awards are given for 
male and female Sailors of the 
Year. 

Sarah-Quita captured the 
hearts of windsurfers every¬ 
where by being the youngest to 
ever win a gold medal in 2006 
at the age of 15, when she was 
named “Rookie of the Year” by 
the Professional Windsurfing 
Association (PWA.)

The third promise was the re¬ 
duction of duties charges on 
materials for harnessing re¬ 
newable “clean” energy 
sources, such as solar panels 
and windmills. 

Of momentous news was 
the confirmation that a Ca¬ 
ribbean branch of the Techni¬ 
cal Natural Science Institute 


of the Netherlands (TNO)-a 
not for profit research facility, 
will be established on Aruba 
with the proposed name of 
the Aruba Sustainable Re¬ 
search Institute. 

“Many ideas were pre¬ 
sented at the last year’s con¬ 
ference,” commented the 
Prime Minster, “this year we 
will elaborated on our plans, 
which we have worked hard 
over the past year to see be¬ 
come reality.”

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Starting a Business Becoming less Burdensome on Aruba 


ORANJESTAd - The Aruba 
Minister of Economic Affairs, 
Michelle Winklaar-Hooyboer 
has recently announced some 
very positive changes with re¬ 
spect to setting up a new busi¬ 
ness here. These changes are 
attractive incentives for aspi¬ 
ring entrepreneurs. 

The Minister announced a 
substantial reduction of the ta¬ 
riffs for business permits. This 
reduction is especially attrac¬ 
tive to small businesses. Along 
with the reduction, the Minis¬ 
ter is also revising the process 
for submitting the request for 
business permits. The intention 
is to make the actual process 
less cumbersome and more ef¬ 
ficient. 

One of the changes in the 
process is to eliminate certain 
documents that were required 


for obtaining a business per¬ 
mit. These are documents that 
typically retard the process and 
that are not necessarily that re¬ 
levant to the submission of a 
request for a permit. 

The documents that will be 
eliminated from the process 
are the tax declaration that 
taxes have been paid, proof of 
registration in the Civil Reg¬ 
istry at the Census Bureau 
(Afls.5). Also to be eliminated 
is the person’s CV (Curriculum 
Vitae). 

One of the goals of the gov¬ 
ernment is to increase effi¬ 
ciency and create the infra¬ 
structure for our businesses to 
continue to grow. This means 
that we must ensure that busi¬ 
ness people should have access 
to capital to be able to continue 
investing in their businesses, 


especially those operating 
small businesses. In this con¬ 
text, the Minister is giving pri¬ 
ority to developing systems 
whereby businesses can have 
access to financing. The go¬ 
vernment is currently working 
on a micro financing system 
for small businesses. This sys¬ 
tem is particularly important 
for those small business deve¬ 
lopers or owners who have lit¬ 
tle or no personal capital and 
who as a result does not qualify 
for the normal financing. The 
new micro financing system 
will be locked into a special 
guidance program to ensure 
that the small business entre¬ 
preneur will be able to operate 
efficiently and effectively. 

The efforts of the govern¬ 
ment with respect to the reduc¬ 
tions and new systems have 


already begun to pay off. Dur¬ 
ing the first months of the year 
the government has seen an in¬ 
crease in BBO (sales Tax) re¬ 
venue of 14% and in wagetax 
revenue 8%. Import tax on the 
importation of goods has also 
increased by 18% and the AZV 
premium receipts increased by 
5%. The drastic reduction in 
the previously outrageous ta¬ 
riff for business permits 
sparked a considerable in¬ 
crease in the number of re¬ 
quests for business permits in 
the first half of the year. The 
Department of Economic Af¬ 
fairs, Industry and Commerce 
registered 475 petitions for 
business permits in the first 
half of 2011 compared to 368 
in the same period in 2010. 
This is an increase of 29%! 

With respect to container 


traffic, this year there were 965 
container activity, which is an 
increase of 15% compared to 

2010. In the tourism sector, 
Aruba received 24 thousand 
more stay over tourists and 37 
thousand more cruise tourists 
this year compared to 2010. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, all in all Aruba is on the 
right track with a projection of 
a 10.6% economic growth for 

2011. According to regional re¬ 
ports, the economic panorama 
in the rest of region is experi¬ 
encing serious economic set 
backs and some are happy with 
a mere 1 to 2% growth. 

The Aruba government is 
doing everything possible to 
continue this growth trend 
here, but they need, according 
to the Minister, all the support 
and cooperation of everyone.

Major US atom-smasher 
closes after 25 years

CHICAGO, (AFP) - A power¬ 
ful US atom-smasher that was 
the world’s biggest particle 
collider for nearly a quarter- 
century closed forever on Fri¬ 
day, solidifying Europe's place 
as the world leader in physics. 

The Tevatron began its col¬ 
lider work in 1985, as part of 
the US Department of En¬ 
ergy's Fermi National Acceler¬ 
ator Laboratory, and its 
shutdown comes at a tough 
time for budget-squeezed US 
science and space programs. 

Tevatron has been over¬ 
taken by a more powerful 
atom smasher — the world's 
largest — the Large Hadron 
Collider, built on the French- 
Swiss border by the European 
Center for Nuclear Research 
(CERN), a consortium of 20 
member nations. 

But in its day, the Tevatron 
made some major contribu¬ 
tions, including the identifica¬ 
tion of the top quark in 1995 
and the discovery in 2000 of 
the tau neutrino, an elusive 
piece of the Standard Model of 
Physics. 

Now the only part of the 
Standard Model left to identify 
is the Higgs-Boson particle 


which, if it exists, is believed 
to give objects mass. The 
Tevatron helped physicists 
narrow down where it might 
be, but could not find it. 


NEW YORK, (AFP) - The 
New York City police chief 
said Friday that his force was 
on alert following the killing 
in Yemen of US-born Islamic 
cleric Anwar al-Awlaqi, ac¬ 
knowledging his sympathizers 
might seek revenge. 

"We know al-Awlaqi had 
followers in the United States, 
including New York City, and 
for that reason we remain alert 
to the possibility that someone 
might want to avenge his 
death," police commissioner 
Ray Kelly said in a statement. 

Kelly called Awlaqi's 
killing a "welcome, signature 
event." 

"Having transformed the 
regional Al-Qaeda in the Ara¬ 
bian Peninsula into a terrorist 
organization with global reach, 
he targeted Americans like no 


The Tevatron, which cost 
about $50 million per year to 
operate, also led to a host of 
more concrete advances, chief 
among them the widespread 
use of magnetic resonance im¬ 
aging (MRI) machines for 
medical diagnosis. 

A Fermilab spokeswoman 
said there are no layoffs di¬ 
rectly tied to the shutdown. 

American physicists will 
now concentrate on more pre¬ 
cise — and less expensive — 
questions at home and work 
with CERN on high-energy 
projects like the search for the 
Higgs-Boson, sometimes 
called the "God" particle. 

The Tevatron has made 
"significant contributions to 
our understanding of the build¬ 
ing blocks of the universe and 
how they work and fit to¬ 
gether," said Pier Oddone, di¬ 
rector of the Fermi Laboratory, 
at the closing ceremony.

Yemen's defense ministry 
said Awlaqi, an Al-Qaeda 
leader, was killed Friday 
morning, while a man 
wounded in the attack was 
quoted as saying seven people 
were killed in the air strike in 
Marib province, a hotbed of 
Al-Qaeda activity. 

The ministry said among 
those killed was Pakistani- 
American Samir Khan, who 
Kelly said was the publisher of 
Al-Qaeda's English-language 
magazine "Inspire." 

More than 2,750 people 
were killed when the World 
Trade Center in New York was 
destroyed in the September 11, 
2001 attacks.

US 'deeply concerned' 
about Iran crackdown 
on rights 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said Friday it 
was "deeply troubled" over re¬ 
ports that Iran has jailed a lead¬ 
ing reformist, as US Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton raised 
concern about repression in 
Iran. 

Kalame.com, the website 
of opposition leader Mir Hos- 
sein Mousavi, reported Thurs¬ 
day that Iran has sentenced 
reformist and former member 
of parliament Mohsen Armin 
to six years in jail. 

Armin is a senior member 
of the Organization of Muja- 
hedeen of the Islamic Revolu¬ 


tion, which was banned by the 
hardline authorities in 2010. 

The authorities in the Is¬ 
lamic republic rounded up 
scores of opposition cam¬ 
paigners, journalists and 
human rights activists follow¬ 
ing the disputed 2009 election 
that secured a second term for 
President Mahmoud Ah- 
madinejad. 

The chief US diplomat ex¬ 
pressed particular concern 
about the case of Iranian pastor 
Youcef Nadarkhani, who faces 
the death penalty after having 
refused to renounce Christian¬ 
ity for Islam.

Radical US-born cleric Awlaqi 
killed in Yemen 



SANAA, (AFP) - US-born Is¬ 
lamic cleric Anwar al-Awlaqi, 
an Al-Qaeda leader suspected 
of involvement in attacks on 
the United States, was killed in 
an air strike in Yemen on Fri¬ 
day in what President Barack 
Obama hailed as a "major 
blow" to the terror group. 

In Sanaa, the defence min¬ 
istry said without elaborating 
that Awlaqi was killed on Fri¬ 
day morning, but one man 
wounded in the attack was 
quoted as saying a total of 
seven people were killed in the 
strike in Marib province, a 
hotbed of Al-Qaeda activity. 

The ministry, which an¬ 
nounced the deaths, said that 
among those killed was Pak- 
istani-American Samir Khan. 
US monitoring service SITE 
Intelligence Group says he 
was a contributor to Al- 
Qaeda’s English-language 
magazine "Inspire." 

Speaking in Washington, 
Obama said "the death of 


Awlaqi is a major blow to 
Al-Qaeda's most active op¬ 
erational affiliate. (It) 
marks another significant 
milestone in the broader ef¬ 
fort to defeat Al-Qaeda and 
its affiliates." 

Obama said that while 
the organisation was weak¬ 
ened, it was still dangerous, 
and the United States 
would remain vigilant. 

Tribal sources told AFP 
Awlaqi was killed in what 

was likely to have been an 
American air strike on two ve¬ 
hicles in Marib. 

In April 2010, a US official 
said the Obama administration 
had authorised the targeted 
killing of Awlaqi after intelli¬ 
gence agencies concluded the 
cleric was directly involved in 
anti-US plots. 

One of the tribal sources 
quoted Khamis Saleh Arfaj as 
saying he was hosting the 
group at his house when the 
attack occurred. 

He said they were seated on 
the ground outside eating a 
meal when a first strike hit. 

The men rushed to their ve¬ 
hicles to flee, and the lead ve¬ 
hicle, with Awlaqi aboard, was 
destroyed in a second strike. 

Arfaj, who was following 
in a second vehicle and was 
lightly wounded, said they 
"were killed instantly from a 
direct missile hit to their pick¬ 
up" truck. 

He said his brother, Salem,

was in the same vehicle with 
Awlaqi and also died. 

In addition to Awlaqi and 
Salem Arfaj, he said the others 
killed were Samir Khan, two 
unnamed Saudis and a local 
tribesman, and a man named 
Mohammed Mosen al-Naaj. 

The tribal source said he 
suspected they died in an 
American drone strike, saying: 
"US planes have been flying 
overhead for days now." 

Earlier this month, The 
Washington Post said the 
United States was building an 
array of secret new drone 
bases to conduct strikes 
against Al-Qaeda targets in 
both Yemen and Somalia. 

Yemeni authorities offi¬ 
cially deny the use of drones 
against Al-Qaeda targets in 
their country, saying Washing¬ 
ton provides only logistical 
support to Sanaa's fight 
against extremists. 

In Washington, there was 
no confirmation from officials 
that the strike was carried out 
by US forces. 

The top Democrat on the 
House Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee, Adam Smith, said 
Awlaqi "will no longer be able 
to propagate hatred and ma¬ 
nipulate impressionable youth 
to take up arms against the 
United States and our allies." 

Awlaqi was a US-Yemeni 
citizen born in New Mexico 
and who had eluded capture 
for years. 

A charismatic preacher and 
fluent in English, he was seen 
as having the unique ability to 
recruit Al-Qaeda operatives in 
the West. 

US intelligence officials 
believe he was linked to a US 
army major charged with 
shooting dead 13 people in 
Fort Hood, Texas, and to a 
Nigerian student accused of 
trying to blow up a US airliner 
on December 25, 2009. 


No Afghanistan solution

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
There can be no solution to the 
conflict in Afghanistan without 
Pakistan, the top US military 
officer, Admiral Mike Mullen, 
said Friday as he stepped 
down from his post. 

"I continue to believe that 
there is no solution in the re¬ 
gion without Pakistan, and no 
stable future in the region 
without a partnership," Mullen 
said at a ceremony to handover 
to the incoming chairman of 


the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Gen¬ 
eral Martin Dempsey. 

Last week Mullen accused 
Pakistan of exporting violence 
to Afghanistan through proxies 
and charged that the Haqqani 
network, an Al-Qaeda-linked 
group, was a "veritable arm" 
of Pakistani intelligence. 

His comments triggered 
new tensions with Washing¬ 
ton's uneasy ally, Islamabad, 
with Pakistani leaders closing 
ranks against US pressure for 
action against the Haqqanis 
and refusing to be pressured 
into doing more in the war on 
terror. 

Mullen also told Dempsey 
at the ceremony at Fort Myers 
in Virginia that "his biggest 
challenge is going to be 
Afghanistan" where more than 
100,000 American troops are 
due to hand over responsibility 
for security to Afghan forces 
by the end of 2014.

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Canada's top court rules 
to keep drug injection site 
open 


OTTAWA, (AFP) - Canada’s 
top court on Friday ordered 
the federal health minister to 
allow North America's first 
government-sanctioned drug 
injection facility in Vancou¬ 
ver's seamy Downtown East- 
side to remain open. 

The InSite clinic in one of 
Canada's poorest neighbor¬ 
hoods is the only place on the 
continent where addicts can 
receive medical supervision as 
they inject heroin illegally 
bought on the street. 

The facility was estab¬ 
lished in September 2003 in 
response to a rash of drug 
overdoses and is operated by a 
non-profit organization under 
a special exemption from fed¬ 
eral drug trafficking and pos¬ 
session laws. 

The federal health minis¬ 
ter's decision in 2008 not to 


renew the exemption led to a 
court fight pitting enforcement 
of federal drug laws against 
medical studies claiming In¬ 
site saves lives. 

The Supreme Court ruled 
that the province of British 
Columbia may not offer health 
services that breach federal 
drug laws. 

However, it added the 
health minister's decision to 
deny an exemption for InSite 
to operate had violated the 
rights of heroine addicts to ac- 
cesss health services and 
counselling at the facility, 
"threatening their health and 
indeed their lives." 

The decision also opens the 
door for more safe injection 
sites to be set up in cities 
across Canada coping with ris¬ 
ing drug addiction. 


SYDNEY, (AFP) - Teenagers 
are under pressure to send 
nude photos of themselves and 
other sexual images from their 
mobile phones as "sexting" be¬ 
comes more widespread, new 
Australian research shows. 

Melbourne University re¬ 
searcher Shelley Walker said 
her study showed that young 
people felt they needed to 
"sext" to fit in because it had 
become a "behaviour that has 
become more normalised in 
their world". 

"It's not a surprise that 
young women talk about and 
experience pressure from boys. 
There's a pressure that girls ex¬ 
perience from boyfriends 
mainly but also from boys they 
don't necessarily know," 
Walker told AFP on Friday. 

"Then there's the pressure 
that young men talked about — 
the pressure to be sending im¬ 
ages out, to have the images on 
their phone. 

Walker, who discussed her 
preliminary findings at the 
Australasian Sexual Health 
Conference in Canberra, said 
sexting typically occurred 


when a boy asked his girlfriend 
for a nude photo of herself. 

But it included a range of 
behaviour including a boy 
sending a girlfriend an image 
of his penis and videos of sex¬ 
ual acts. 

Walker said young people 
discussed their friends holding 
onto these images for black¬ 
mail or posting them on social 
networking site Facebook or 
publishing them on publicly 
viewed websites. 

Walker interviewed 15 


males and 18 females aged 15 
to 20 for her research and 
found they all felt a highly sex- 
ualised media culture was 
bombarding them with sexual 
images, creating a pressure to 
engage in sexting. 

She said the phenomenon 
had become a focus of much 
media reporting, but there was 
little research engaging the 
views of teenagers on the 
issue, in a country in which 90 
percent of Australians aged 15 
to 17 own a mobile phone. 


Dengue fever infects over 
12,000 in Pakistan

LAHORE (AFP) -Pakistan 
now faces a new menace from 
an unprecedented outbreak of 
the deadly tropical disease 
dengue fever. 

In less than a month, 126 
people have died and more 
than 12,000 have been diag¬ 
nosed with the virus, which 


has spread rapidly among both 
rich and poor in Pakistan's cul¬ 
tural capital Lahore. 

Dengue affects between 50 
and 100 million people in the 
tropics and subtropics each 
year, resulting in fever, muscle 
and joint ache. 

But it can also be fatal, de¬ 


veloping into haemorrhagic 
fever and shock syndrome, 
which is characterised by 
bleeding and a loss of blood 
pressure. 

Pakistani authorities in La¬ 
hore have blamed the crisis on 
prolonged monsoon rains and 
unusually high seasonal tem¬ 
peratures. 

But furious locals say the 
outbreak is yet another exam¬ 
ple of government ineffi¬ 
ciency, citing a failure to take 
preventive measures to kill off 
the mosquitos and lengthy 
power cuts. 

Of the more than 11,584 
people afflicted, 10,244 come 
from Lahore alone, the provin¬ 
cial capital of Punjab, Pak¬ 
istan's most populous province 
and the country's political 
heartland. 


Pressure forces teens to 'sext': 
Australian study 
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Zany scientists honored in 
alternative Nobels 


NEW YORK (AFP) - In the ul¬ 
timate accolade for the world’s 
mad scientists, spoof Nobel 
prizes were awarded this for 
studies into beetle sex, turtles 
yawning, the desperation of 
people dying to urinate and 
other daffy investigations. 

The annual Ig Nobel prizes, 
now in their 21st year, were 
given at Harvard University in 
front of 1,200 spectators, with 
real Nobel Prize winners hand¬ 
ing out the honors. 

To win, scientists must 
"first make people laugh, and 
then make them think," ac¬ 
cording to the Ig Nobel ethos. 

The biology prize — often a 
good source of humor at the 
Igs — went to Darryl Gwynne 
of Canada, Australia and the 
United States, and David 
Rentz of Australia, for their 
groundbreaking paper titled: 
"Beetles on the Bottle: Male 
Buprestids Mistake Stubbis 


For Females." 

Which to the layman trans¬ 
lates as: beetles tragically at¬ 
tempting to mate with an 
Australian beer bottle. 

Several prizes delved into 
the extremes of human behav¬ 
ior under stress. 

Take, for example, the med¬ 
icine prize, won by a Dutch- 
Belgian-Australian team with 
"Inhibitory Spillover," a probe 
into the age-old challenge of 
needing to pee at a busy mo¬ 
ment. 

The team investigated why 
"people make better decisions 
about some kinds of things — 
but worse decisions about 
other kinds of things, when 
they have a strong urge to uri¬ 
nate," the awards citation said. 

Research into the psychol¬ 
ogy and physiology prizes 
must have been a great deal 
less stressful. 

The former went to a Uni¬ 


versity of Oslo professor who 
looked at "why, in everyday 
life, people sigh?" 

The second concerned 
yawning in red-footed tortoises. 
For those who’ve been wonder¬ 
ing, the British-Dutch-Hungar- 
ian-Austrian team has finally 
established that there is "no ev¬ 
idence of contagious yawning" 
in the creatures. 

The mathematics prize was 
awarded jointly to six academ¬ 
ics who over the years have 
emphatically predicted the end 
of the world, and are still 
around to hear of their mock- 
honor. The citation thanked 
them "for teaching the world to 
be careful when making math¬ 
ematical assumptions." 

Of course, the last laugh 
might be on Ig Nobels, be¬ 
cause one of those mathemat¬ 
ics laureates still believes life 
will end on October 21 this 
year.

World's governments 
piling up currency 
reserves 



Food stamp 'challenge' lays bare 
hard times in US 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - 
Countries are piling up cur¬ 
rency reserves at a pace of 
nearly 20 percent a year in an 
environment of low interest 
rates and high uncertainty, In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
figures showed Friday. 

Global official foreign ex¬ 
change reserves at the end of 
the second quarter of this 
year hit $10.08 trillion, 19.8 
percent up from $8.99 trillion 
a year earlier, and 3.9 percent 
higher than the previous 
quarter, according to the IMF. 

World export power China 
was the main accumulator of 
foreign reserves, increasing 
its rainy-day fund to $3,197 
trillion by June, $743 billion 
or 30.2 percent higher than a 
year earlier, according to Bei¬ 
jing's figures. 

Emerging and developing 
economies together, includ¬ 


ing China, added $1,358 tril¬ 
lion to their reserves in the 
year to June, up 24.7 percent 
in the year. 

Advanced economies, 
many of them suffering high 
deficits and weak growth, 
boosted their reserves by 10.4 
percent, or $306 billion. 

For the countries which 
disclose the composition of 
their reserves — slightly over 
half the total, and not includ¬ 
ing China — the US dollar fell 
in weighting over the year to 
June, to 60.2 percent from 
62.6 percent. 

The euro rose to 26.7 per¬ 
cent from 26.2 percent. There 
were slight increases in the 
percent of holdings in Japan¬ 
ese yen and British pounds, 
while the "other currencies" 
category rose to 4.86 percent 
of the total from 3.76 percent. 


BALTIMORE, (AFP) - A 
record 45 million Americans 
are now living on food stamps, 
a weekly stipend from the US 
government that helps them 
make ends meet in hard times. 

For everyone else, there’s 
the Food Stamp Challenge, 
thrown down by anti-hunger 
activists in the industrial port 
city of Baltimore to lay bare 
the reality of living on the 
poverty line. 

Participants each get $30 — 
the average food stamp benefit 
in the East Coast state — to buy 
groceries for a week, after 
which they are invited to blog 
about their experience. 

Participating earlier this 
month, Demeroto set off for 


the supermarket with chili con 
came — a relatively cheap dish 
to prepare — on her mind, "be¬ 
cause I don't believe I'm going 
to have money to buy 
chicken." 

Nearly one in six Ameri¬ 
cans draw food stamps from a 
scheme mn by the Department 
of Agriculture that is officially 
called the Supplemental Nutri¬ 
tion Assistance Progam, or 
SNAP. 

Its history goes back to the 
early 1940s and the introduc¬ 
tion of the Food Stamp Pro¬ 
gram, which used real stamps 
which have since been re¬ 
placed by an electronic bank 
card. 

With the onset of recession, 


the ranks of beneficiaries have 
exploded from 28 million in 
2008, and has leaped again by 
10 percent since last year. The 
cost of the program has dou¬ 
bled since 2007 from $33 bil¬ 
lion to $68 billion. 

The figures reflect those of 
the Census Bureau, another 
federal government agency, 
which found that 46.2 million 
Americans lived in poverty 
last year, or 15.1 percent of the 
population — the highest level 
in 52 years. 

Eligibility for food stamps 
depends on a household's in¬ 
come and savings, and the 
benefits can be used only at 
designated supermarkets like 
Santoni's in Baltimore.

Tutu disappointed by Dalai Lama 
visa reaction 


- (AFP) Pressure mounted Fri¬ 
day on a reluctant South 
Africa to grant Tibet's spiritual 
leader a visa as a disappointed 
Desmond Tutu said he expects 
his 80th birthday gift will be 
"no Dalai Lama". 

The retired archbishop had 
invited his fellow Nobel Peace 
Prize laureate and close friend 
to give an inaugural peace lec¬ 
ture on October 8 as part of a 
three-day programme to cele¬ 
brate his birthday. 

But he said he believed 
South Africa, which barred his 
entry two years ago over fears 
of angering trade partner 
China, was holding off an an¬ 
nouncement to avoid negative 
criticism. 

"I think my birthday gift is 


going to be: no Dalai Lama," 
Tutu told the weekly 
Mail&Guardian. 

"It's unlikely that they'll 
give him a visa. If they were 
going to, they would have 
done so already. I think they're 
going to hold on so there's lit¬ 
tle time for people to get nasty 
against the government. It's 
sad." 

Civil rights groups, includ¬ 
ing Tutu's Peace Centre, on 
Friday launched a campaign 
urging the government to im¬ 
mediately grant the Dalai 
Lama permission to travel to 
South Africa and will hold a 
night vigil on Monday. 

"We are embarrassed by 
the decision and conduct of 
the South African government 
— which is reminiscent of 


apartheid South Africa," they 
state in a petition to be sub¬ 
mitted to President Jacob 
Zuma. 

Pretoria has refused to say 
if it will allow the Dalai Lama 
after its 2009 ban caused an 
outcry. The issue was not 
mentioned in a statement Fri¬ 
day after Deputy President 
Kgalema Motlanthe wrapped 
up his trip to China. 

His birthday celebrations 
start Thursday with the launch 
of a new biography, followed 
by a public church service the 
next day. The Dalai Lama is 
slated to give a lecture at the 
Peace Centre on Friday to 
wrap up events. 

Human Rights Watch 
urged South Africa to grant 
the visa.

PARIS (AFP) - French inter¬ 
national footballer Franck 
Ribery on Friday failed in his 
bid to ban a non-authorised 
biography "The Hidden Face 
of Franck Ribery". 

"The judge said there was 
no precedent, in other words 
he rejected our demand," the 
Bayern Munich star's lawyer 
Carlo-Alberto Brusa told 
AFP.

The 28-year-old Ribery, 
who was also ordered to pay 
3,000 euros in costs to the 
publishers, was placed under 
investigation in 2010 for his 
involvement in an alleged 
under-age call-girl scandal. 

His lawyers said they will 
appeal Friday's decision. 


Fleetwood grabs share 
of Dunhill lead

ST. ANDREWS (AFP) - 
Tommy Fleetwood grabbed a 
share of the lead at the Dun- 
hill Links Championship on 
Friday to leave himself on 
course for a rare double this 
weekend. 

The 20-year-old from 
Merseyside has been plying 
his trade on Europe's second 
tier Challenge Tour this year, 
where he claimed £55,000 in 
winnings earlier this month 
with victory in the Kaza¬ 
khstan Open.

Fleetwood's superb round 
included nine birdies and no 
bogeys to leave him at 12 
under par for the tournament, 
joining Northern Ireland's 
Michael Hoey (66) at the top 
of the leaderboard. 

Fleetwood, a former Eng¬ 
lish amateur champion and 
Walker Cup player who only 
turned pro last year, said he 


was playing without pressure 
following his win in Kaza¬ 
khstan which secured his Eu¬ 
ropean Tour card next season. 

Whether Fleetwood man¬ 
ages to hold his nerve over 
the weekend in the Pro-Am 
event remains to be seen. 

Former Open champion 
Louis Oosthuizen, who lifted 
the Claret Jug at St Andrews 
in 2010, is one off the lead 
after shooting a 67 at 
Carnoustie on Friday follow¬ 
ing his opening 66 at Kings- 
bams. 

Germany's Martin Kaymer 
is also lurking menacingly, 
three shots off the lead on 
nine-under after carding a 67. 
Lee Westwood and Rory 
Mcllroy are two shots back 
on seven-under after carding 
67s. 

One of the richest tourna¬ 
ments on the European Tour, 
the Alfred Dunhill Links is 
played over three different 
courses at St Andrews, 
Carnoustie and Kingsbarns 
before a cut whittles the field 
down for Sunday's final 
round at St Andrews.

Power, Franchitti repeating 
IndyCar title fight 


SPARTA (AFP) - Australian 
Will Power leads Scotsman 
Dario Franchitti in the season 
title fight entering the penul¬ 
timate race of the IndyCar 
season just as he did a year 
ago when he settled for sec¬ 
ond-best. 

Power wants to flip the 
script this year and can take a 
major step to taking his first 
IndyCar title with a victory in 
Sunday's Kentucky Indy 300, 
a 200-lap showdown over the 
1.5-mile Kentucky Speedway 
oval. 

"The person who has the 
most pressure on them is the 
person who puts it on them¬ 
selves," Power said. 

"It's taxing if you think 
about it, but you just think 
about the job at hand. In the 
last five races, I haven't 
thought about points at all. 


I've just gone out and done my 
job as best I possibly could." 

Power has 15 career Indy¬ 
Car triumphs but only one, 
last June at Texas, was on an 
oval course while three-time 
IndyCar season champion 
Franchitti has won 15 of his 
30 IndyCar victories on ovals. 

"I can't control what other 
people do and I can't control 
what happens during a race," 
Power said. "You have to 
have gone through it one or 
two times to understand how 
you need to be mentally. Last 
year was definitely that. 

"To me, it's just another 
two races. The key is to finish 
ahead of (Franchitti) in both 
of them. It's as simple as 
that." 

Power has 542 points to 
531 for Franchitti and 483 for 
third-place Scott Dixon of

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No laughing 
matter as Bills, 
Lions shine 



BUFFALO (AFP) - The Buf¬ 
falo Bills and Detroit Lions, 
once American football's 
laughing stocks, enter the 
fourth week of the NFL sea¬ 
son undefeated and undeni¬ 
ably the surprise teams of the 
young season. 

From either end of Lake 
Erie, these Canadian-border 
city clubs are thrilling their 
long-suffering supporters and 
at 3-0 are both making a 
strong bid for their first play¬ 
off berths since 1999. 

"We don't need to have 
ticker-tape parades over reg¬ 
ular-season wins," Lions 
coach Jim Schwartz said. 
"We need to play better." 

Bills quarterback Ryan 
Fitzpatrick has sparked the 
Bills to comeback triumphs 
over New England and Oak¬ 
land, becoming the first club 
in NFL history to win back- 
to-back games after trailing 
in each by at least 18 points. 

"We're trying to make a 
name for ourselves. We're 
trying to make a name for our 
team," Fitzpatrick said. "I 
don’t have any doubt that 
we're going to have a good 
season and I'm going to lead 
the team to a lot of wins." 

The Lions, sharing the 
NFC North division lead 
with reigning Super Bowl 
champion Green Bay, visit 
Dallas (2-1) on Sunday while 
the Bills, one game atop New 
England and the New York 
Jets in the AFC East, travel to 
Cincinnati (1-2). 

Green Bay, living up to 
high expectations, will try to 
remain unbeaten as well by 
playing host to Denver (1-2). 

Buffalo has not won more 
than nine games in a season 
since 1999; for the Lions, it 
was 1995 

Last November, the Bills 


beat Detroit in the ninth week 
of the season for their first tri¬ 
umph of the season while the 
Lions broke their club record 
for consecutive road defeats 
at 25, a mark that would 
grow to 26 before it ended. 

The Lions have not lost 
since snapping that record 
26-game road losing streak 
last December. 

"I think if you go down to 
our locker room after each of 
these three weeks, there's no¬ 
body that felt that we played 
our best football yet," 
Schwartz said. 

And this is a team that has 
endured a decade of losing 
seasons and is only three 
years removed from the 
worst campaign in NFL his¬ 
tory at 0-16. 

Detroit's Calvin Johnson 
is the first player with two re¬ 
ceiving touchdowns in each 
of his team's first three games 
of a season. 

The Lions, who have 
never played in a Super 
Bowl, rallied from a 20-point 
deficit to win last week at 
Minnesota, the greatest sec¬ 
ond-half comeback in team 
history, and reached 3-0 for 
the first time since 1980. 

They face a Dallas team 
that could not find the end 
zone against previously un¬ 
beaten Washington last Mon¬ 
day but managed six field 
goals in an 18-16 triumph 
with an attack directed by 
Tony Romo, a quarterback 
nursing broken ribs. 

The Cowboys have played 
nine games in a row that have 
been decided by three or 
fewer points, an NFL record 
that began after a home win 
last year over Detroit, and 
have gone 5-4 in that span.
